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Gas crunch hits parishes 


Penance in fuel line

SAN DIEGO—For one priest of the San Diego diocese 
the wait in gas station lines has provided a new and 
unique place for prayer and ministry. 

Father Charles Dollen of St. Gabriel parish, Poway, gets 
to the station at around 6 a.m. when he needs gas and 
usually has about a 20-minute wait. 


HE HAS USED that time to pray his morning office, but 
three people have asked him to hear their confession, so 
he has invited them into his car-turned-confessional. 


He also reports meeting parishioners or other familiar 
faces at the gas station and going for breakfast together 
after the tanks were filled. 

St. Gabriel has not experienced a decrease in mass 
attendance during the gas crunch, Father Dollen said. 

The bus stop in front of the church is getting more use 
lately, and people are car pooling—a concept familiar to 
north county residents—to mass and bingo, he reported. 

“THERE IS A GOOD camaraderie building .among 
parishioners,” he said, as they contact others in their 
neighborhoods and decide which mass they wish to 
attend in coordinating their Sunday car pools. 

“On Mother's Day the church was full for mass, but 


there was still room in the parking lot, which is unusual . 


for special masses,” he said. 


Father Dollen also has noticed less cars for bingo, but 
about the same amount of people. People are car pooling 
from as far away as Ramona, he added. 


But not all parishes have iated as well as St. Gabriel i in 


gulsidie the parigti and are e believed to follow the bingo 
“circuit.” The gas crunch apparently has kept many of. 


these people at home. 


Among parishes reporting a loss in bingo attendance 
are St. Mary Magdalene, Clairemont; St. Vincent de Paul, 
Mission Hills; and St. Charles Borromeo, Point Loma. 


Msgr. William Bolger, pastor of St. Mary Magdalene; is 
concerned over the decrease in bingo attendance at 
his parish—as much as 50 percent one. week. 


“There are.all kinds of things we do or plan to do with 
bingo money,” he said. “The loss will take its effect if this 
goes on very long.” 


THE GAS CRISIS is also forcing some priests and 
parishioners to find alternative ways of short distance 
travel—such as bicycles—for ministry and paar 
activities. 


At St. Rose of Lima parish, Chula Vista, about four of the 
12 teenage members of the Junior Church Liturgy 
Commission have left-their cars at home and have opted 
for bicycles to come to the weekly liturgy planning 
meetings for the Sunday youth mass.

Exemptions favored :

SAN BERNARDINO—“Be patient.” “Wait.” “Get a 
Moped.” “Get an exemption.” 


Those are some words of advice from priests dealing 
with the gasoline situation in the far-flung diocese of San 
Bernardino. 


MOST HAVE HAD to wait in the lines around gas 
stations the same as everyone else, victims of not only 
the gas shortages, but of jokes about being “odd” or 


Parishioners, for the most part, are finding their v way to 
Sunday mass in their usual numbers, despite fuel 
problems. Those who live close enough are walking. 


Father Ignatius Strancar of Our Lady of Lourdes, 
Montclair, missed two of his regularly scheduled visits to 
Doctor’s Hospital because of the odd-even license plate 
restriction, and, on one occasion waited for two hours for 
his turn at the gas pumps. 


“| HAD TO USE the time that was intended for pastoral 
duties waiting in line instead,” said Father Strancar. 


Father ‘George Gonzales, pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Shrine, Riverside, and diocesan co- 
chancellor for Hispanic affairs, said instead of using the 
car he is making greater use of the phone, except in 
emergencies. 


He favors an exemption for priests iam the odd-even 
plan and thinks Bishop Phillip F. Straling should consider 
requesting it.

“| was pleased with the turnout, considering the gas 
situation and other meetings going on,” Father Domas 
said, Thirty-eight of the priests didn’t attend the meeting. 


Father Domas’ solution to the gas crunch is “stop 
doing.” He has stopped his regular 90-mile, round-trip 
visits to see his parents in Montclair on weekends. He 
visited his mother mid-week for Mother's Day. 

“WE ALL LIKE to look for privileges,” he said, 
concerning the suggested exemption. “! can’t help but 
feel that we priests, after all, have alot more flexibility. We 
don’t have to drive everywhere. The people who depend 
on getting to work every day—they’re the ones who need 
it,” he said. 

Father John Keith, associate at St. Francis de Sales, 
Riverside, found himself wondering one Tuesday if his 
gas would last until his-next turn in gas lines. 

“| have a rosary in Colton and a burial at National 
Cemetery,” he said. He wondered if it would get to the

“There’s-surveillance of any kind of 


anti-nuclear activities, even if it’s non- 


violent, under the guise of terrorism,” 
Father Davis agreed. “Terrorist is the 
new shibboleth, instead of com- 
munism as in the McCarthy era.” - 
Father Davis does not expect an 
appellate decision until fall and if 
there is a favorable decision it’s “full 
steam ahead.” If not, he said he will 
Jook for similar issues. “My commit- 
ment is to justice, across the board.”

Catholics asked to help 
church use the media

Catholics in the San 
Diego and San Bernardino 
dioceses will be asked this 
Sunday to help improve the 

‘church’s use of the com- 
munication media as part 
of a national Catholic Com- 
munications Campaign of 
the bishops of the United 
States. 


Half of the funds raised 
will remain in the respec- 
tive dioceses to be used in 
local communications pro- 
jects and the other half will 
help the church launch a 
national effort. The bishops 
hope to raise $7 million in 
the collection. 


IN LETTERS to all the 


pastors of their respective 
dioceses, both local bish- 
ops asked for support of the 
collection. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher said 
the collection would pro- 
vide the necessary funds 
“to produce Catholic-orien- 
ted television and radio 
programs, increase the use 
of cable TV and other new 
and emerging electronic 
media, and to train church- 
related communications 
personnel.” 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling 
said he believes it is impor- 
tant that a Catholic view- 
point be expressed through 
the use of radio, TV and the 
other forms of communica- 
tions. i

GONCERNING the 
church in Mexico, Arch- 
bishop Prigione told the 
Southern Cross that popu- 
lation and poverty are 
growing areas of concern, 
but that the church is 
expanding there and voca- 
tions are increasing. 


He lauded the great faith 
among the Mexican people, 
which, he said, was de- 
monstrated when Pope 
John Paul II visited there. 

The apostolic delegate 
said the Mexican govern- 
ment has shown good will in 
many ways towards the 
church. 


Mexican laws govern 
church activities such as 
prohibiting the church from 
owning property or con- 
ducting worship services 
outside of churches. Priests 
are prohibited from voting 
or wearing clerical dress. 


San Bernardino priests form 
groups to aid holistic growth

SAN BERNARDINO— 
Stimulated by results of a 
January “Dwyer Program” 
study, about two-thirds’ of 
the 171 priests serving in 
the San Bernardino dio- 
cese have formed support 
groups with a holistic ap- 
proach to their personal 
growth and development. 


Four months ago, the 
priests took a penetrating 
look at themselves and 
their ministry and im- 
plemented the program, 
which was created five 
years ago by Trappist Fa- 
ther Vincent Dwyer of the 
Center for Human Develop- 
ment at the University of 
Notre Dame. 


FATHER William Hart, 
diocesan director of con- 
tinuing education, said 
formation of the support 
groups is basically to 
strenghten community by 
monthly sharings for dis- 


~ cussion, liturgy and fellow- 


ship. 

“We will share what is 
happening in our lives so 
that we can improve our 
ministry,” he said. 

The group gatherings, 
from 4 p.m. one afternoon 


until noon the next day, are - 


only a part of the plan for 
holistic awareness, Father 
Hart said. 


“THERE ARE a number of 
continuing education pro- 
grams that are available to 
the priests. They will be 
given opportunities to 
attend these programs, 
‘mini-sabbaticals’ of about 
three months,” he said. 


Thus far, priests of the 
diocese have formed.nine 
support groups, each with 
about eight members. 


Father Hart said that 
within the next month, two 
or three additional groups 
will form, bringing the total 
representation to about 90 
percent of all the priests in 


the diocese. 


“WHAT IS behind the 
entire program is the holis- 
tic idea of intellectual, 
physical, spiritual and 
emotional growth. 

“The needs assessments 
were put into the computer 
system back at NotreDame, 
and the result is that these 
are found to be ways to 
develop holistically.” 


Each priest with a per- 
sonal growth plan will meet 
on a one-to-one basis witha 
priest of his choice for 
direction and each month 
the support groups will 
report to Father Hart to 
assess their progress. 


“THE CONCEPT is scrip- 
tural,” Father Hart noted. 
He recalled the Lord's invi- 
tation to the apostles to 
come away for a while. 


The San Bernardino dio- 
cese is one of 35 across the 
country, including San 
Diego, that has implement- 
ed the Dwyer system.

The pope speaks 


Suffer the little children... 


Perhaps spiritual awareness is too 


‘much to ask of children, when so 


many adults partake of the eucharist 
week after week in a perfunctory 
manner with heads full of distrac- 
tions! If the sacrament is not: pro- 


foundly and transformingly impor- - 


tant to us, we cannot expect to com- 
municate its importance to our chil- 
dren. All the same, first communion 
celebrations always leave me with a 
kind of tugging sadness. 

THERE IS THE strange sadness of 
watching the innocent beauty of little 
girls dressed in formal finery and 
solemn young boys in stiff-collared 
shirts and ties. The sadness of seeing 
little faces taut with the strain of 
remembering all there is to “do right.” 
The sadness of knowing that each 
child must face suffering and testing 
in the years ahead and of the prayer 
that their faith will be a vital and 
strengthening element in their lives. 

Perhaps the sadness is there 
because, of all the sacraments, this 
one speaks to us of vulnerability and 
love and therefore of pain; of self- 
donation and therefore of rejection; of 
commitment and therefore of loneli- 
ness. And perhaps the sadness is 
really compassion for these children 


who will grow away from the accept- 
ance of dependency and trust as a 
way of life and learn suspicion and 
defensiveness and self-assertion only 
to have, painfully, to learn again to risk 
vulnerability and helplessness. 


THE SADDEST THING of all is that 
we who would spare our children the 
difficulties of life if we could, are the 
ones who impose upon them often 
intolerable pressures of subjective 
expectations. We decide what and 
who we would like our children to be 
and whether we realize it or not, try to 
coerce them into our mold: 


We set the: goals of excellence—or 
maybe of failure—and guide and 
press them towards them. Sometimes 
unresolved conflicts within a parent 
find a release valve by inflicting them 
on ason or daughter, and a struggling 
little ego finds itself stamped for life as 
“difficult” or “impossible” and denied 
the love and acceptance it so desper- 
ately needs. 


Families and schools are full of self- 
fulfilling prophecies about bewilder- 
ed, anxious children who are never 
quite sure why it is that they are so 
unsatisfactory to their parents and 
teachers. And that is sad. 


FIRST COMMUNION days aretimes 
of such hope and should be full of joy. 
They are times of expectation, too. But 
my expectations are more of the 
parents than the children. Is it too 
much to expect that, looking at their 
new communicant, mothers and 
fathers might feel a slight awe that 
Christ has come to this little child, and 
learn a new respect and tenderness? 

Their response to this day will 
inevitably color their child’s reaction 
and linger longer in his or her mind 
than details of the ceremony. If my 
first communion marks an increase in 
lovingness in my family, the eucharist 
will always be symbolic of loving union 
and action for me. If nothing changes, 
how am | to understand that it has real 
significance in my life? 

The most important function of 
parenthood is to ready our children— 
and for that matter, ourselves—for 
union with Christ, not only in the 
eucharist but increasingly through- 
out life. White dresses and new ties, 
candles and flowers look very pretty 
and are quite charming, but have 
significance only as symbols of a peak 
experience and an offering of the best 
of ourselves to Christ, not only on this 
day, but every day of one’s life. 


Religious should manifest unity 


Who more than religious should experience in prayer 
the urgency, not only of manifesting unity, but also of 
living it in the fullness, of truth and charity? 


Religious life is the radical pursuit of the beatitudes; 
the practical recognition of the absolute primacy of 
Christ in the church and in the world. Any study of 
religious life demands study of the ecclesial aspect of 
religious life. 


In the history of the church, the ecclesiastical authority 
has guaranteed the authenticity of this life, and this life 
has constantly been viewed in its relationship to the 
entire body of Christ. 


| hope that your reflection will be fruitful, especially as 
it touches the question of church unity. 


As we experience the urgency of Christian unity, do we 
not likewise experience the need for that increased 
personal purification, for that ever greater conversion of 
heart that God seems to be requiring as a prerequisite for 
the restoration of the corporate unity of all Christians?— 
To a group of non-Catholic superiors of religious orders. 


Love is mighty 

With his sword, King Boleslaus got rid of his adversary, 
St. Stanislaus, archbishop of Cracow. The strength of the 
sword obtained its goal, but from that moment was 
revealed the strength of the spirit which is life and love, 
and which from the relics of the martyr was spread over 
the whole Polish nation. 


The sword and material strength can only kill and 
destroy. Only love can give life and reunite. Love is 
revealed even in death, when someone gives his life for 
his friends.—To 6,000 Poles at a mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 


Peace and reconciliation 


The gospel places two programs in opposition. One 
based on the principle of hatred, of revenge and of 
combat. Another on the law of love. Christ. says: “Love 
your enemies and pray for your persecutors.” It is a great 
demand. Those who have survived war, who have met 


occupation, cruelty, the violation of all human rights, 
know how grave and difficult this demand is. 

Nevertheless, after such terrible experiences as the 
last war, we became still more aware that on the principle 
which says: “An eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth,” on 
the principle of hatred, revenge, and combat, peace and 
reconciliation among men and nations cannot be built. It 
can be built only on the principle of justice and mutual 
love.—From his sermon in the cemetery at Montecas- 
sino, where 1,052 Polish soldiers are buried. 


Vocations and catechesis 

In relation to vocations | wish to point out how 
fundamental the value of catechesis is for awakening 
vocations. 

If ordinary pastoral work finds in catechesis one of its 
highest forms and one of its most suitable means, it 
follows that catechesis, besides responding to the 
general purpose of evangelization, can well be addressed 
also to the specific goal of vocations.—At first meeting 
with the Italian bishops’ conference. ;

Not all of the more than a million 
Mexicans who entered the United States 
illegally in 1978 had in mind jobs in the 
fields and shops of the United States. 
Many came from poor areas in Mexico 
seeking work in hundreds of U.S.-owned 
factories on the Mexican side of the 
border. 


These migrants were encouraged be- 
cause some 150,000 of their countrymen 
got jobs. Projections for the next decade 
are that, given good market conditions, 
another 180,000 should find employment 
in that industrial belt. 


THE BELT -has been expanding since 
1967 under a joint U.S.-Mexican project to 
open a job market following the end of the 
“bracero” program that authorized mi- 
grants to do seasonal work in this country. 


A dozen years later, some 600 com- 
panies are operating plants along the 
border, including General Electric, Radio 
Corporation of America, Fairchild, Texas 
Instruments, Motorola, Mattel Toys, 
Hughes Aircraft, North American Rock- 
well and Levi Strauss. 


Management found the move profitable 
because labor is cheaper and there are

It was Memorial Day and the late spring 
sun adorned a flawless sky. Thousands, 
away from the daily routine, went down to 
the sea or relaxed in the parks; and 
thousands, taking advantage of the long 
weekend, were in the back country 
‘enjoying the open spaces and pine- 


scented freshness of the mountains. 


Needless to say, there were some who 
opted for the quiet and peace of the family 
back yard. 


A happy carefree world was on the go, 
too busy for the most part, to pause and 
remember, offering as a memorial tribute 
only a spirit of relaxed activity. 


THIS DAY HAS some warm memories 
for me; memories gathered in the quiet 
togetherness of Holy Cross Cemetery; 
memories of little incidents caught in 
passing; of unobtrusive but impressive 
things that stay with me. 


| remember the mausoleum chapel and 
how crowded it was for the annual 
memorial mass, and there was something 
so special about the congregation. 


From the prayerful little Mexican lady 
who fingered her beads to the tall blonde 
youth who stood straight and silent, there 
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Mexican migrants: the lure of jobs 


less environmental restrictions. 


WITH THE GROWTH of population inthe 
area, social problems intensified. Some of 
those who could not find jobs drifted into 
drugs and prostitution, or became victims 
of profiteers. Gang wars followed, even 
across the frontier. 


Working conditions and wages vary. 
Women workers at Giant, Safeway or 
McDonalds would earn an average of $3 
a day. Men in the electronics or electrical 
fields would make $8 to $10 a day. 


Lax regulations or enforcement leave 
workers underprotected in dangerous 
occupations. 


MANY ALIENS laboring on the U.S. side 
of the border are better off. But, according 
to an article in the Mexican daily, 
Unomasuno, more than 3,000 establish- 
ments in California were violating labor 
laws and minimum wages, particularly in 
restaurants. and in the textile industry, 
where children 12 to 16 years old were 
found working. 


Often employers failed to pay workers 
compensation insurance, said the article. 
tn Los Angeles, most of 900 business 
establishments. surveyed did. not pay 


was something.in common. ‘There was 
that indestructible faith in a life here-after 
and that loving remembrance that 
brought them all together. 


WHEN THE MASS ended, | remember

A few yards away ata new, unmarked 
grave, an elderly woman dressed in black 
and three little girls dressed in white knelt 
to pray. The little girls carried bouquets of 
flowers which they placed on the grave 
with great care. 


AFTER THEY had prayed; the woman 
talked to the children; smiled warmly, and 


‘hugged each of them. | do not know for 


whom they prayed, but | felt privileged to 
offer a prayer for their intentions. 
- As | moved along slowly, | looked down 


and there at my feet | saw six marble slabs 
inscribed to the memory of six sisters, and 
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minimum wages. 


The daily’s survey included some rural 
areas. It found that migrant workers were 
being cheated in the pay per basket of 
fruits or vegetables. they gathered, no 
minimum wages were paid, and working 
conditions were harsh. 


IN RECENT MONTHS U.S. organized 
labor has made some moves to help 
undocumented workers improve their lot 
by securing contracts or helping to stop 
raids by U.S. immigration agents. 


“Against all odds, millions of Mexicans 
will try to cross the border,” says a report of 
the Centro de Estudios Chicanos (Chicano 
Study Center) at the University of Califor- 
nia in Los Angeles. 


Another research group, the North 
American Congress on Latin America 


(NACLA), says economic policies of big - 


companies operating in Mexico, including 
U.S. corporations, are not helping to keep 
Mexicans at home. 


IN A FEW decades, says NACLA, U.S. 
companies increased investments from 


$32 million to $5 billion, holding half of the 


stock of the 300 major companies in

SHE LOOKED up and a big, broad smile 
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Mexico, and controlling one-third of the 
industry and agribusiness.

“It is not a crime to look for work, 
anywhere,” says President Jose Lopez 
Portillo of Mexico. 


The studies also say that, conversely, 
employers in the industrial world use 
migrants, legal or illegal, as resérve forces 
to. bargain against.local trade unions. 

This seems to tie in with the aim: of 
lowering costs by moving into Third World: 
economies. .

- One of the most familiar paintings in 
Christian art is that depicting Jesus sur- 


rounded by little children, welcoming them, 


embracing them, laying his hands on them in 
blessing. The picture is based ona scene inall 
three synoptics (Mark 10:13-16; Matthew 
9:13-15; Luke 18:15-17). “People were 
bringing their little children to him to have him 
touch them, but the disciples were scolding 
them for this” (Mark 10:13). 


The Jews had a custom of bringing their 
children to the scribes to be blessed on the 
eve of the Feast of Atonement, and this 
custom may be reflected here. If so, it is easy 
to imagine the disciples officiously shooing 
them away. Entertaining children was 
considered a waste of time and they resented 
the implication that their master was just 
another scribe. They were still “not judging by 
God’s standards but by man’s” (Mark 8:33). 


JESUS’ REACTION to their self-im- 


portance was not just mild annoyance. He 


; “became indignant” (Mark 10:14). 
' Matthew and Luke chose to ignore this. 


violent reaction. Even in their day, they were 
betraying a tendency to avoid things that 
would make Jesus appear “too human,” a 
tendency which grew as the centuries passed 
and is still very much with us.

These 
facts of life, together with the strengths and 
weaknesses each person brings to marriage, 
add up to the best and the worst of times for 
marriage. 


THOSE WHO HAVE dedicated theni- 
selves to the wedded life should expect, first 
of all, the unexpected. They should prepare 
themselves for surprises of both the pleasant 


and the unpleasant variety. Those who enter™ 


marriage with little if any formal preparation 
(especially if their family background was less 


than happy) should expect more difficulties 
than those who spend significant blocks of 


- time participating in marriage preparation 


programs. The need for accurate knowledge 
of self and spouse is vital. 


Couples under 22 should know that, 
satistically, the chances of their marriage 
lasting are far poorer than for older couples. 
Another often underestimated factor is 
difference of religion. Often this can turn into 
a source of deep pain and resentment within a 
few years. 


What a newly married couple today finds 
after the first month or two of marriage is 
themselves—warts and all. Marriage changes 
nothing and no one. The only difference is 
that instead of being alone with my good and 
bad characteristics I now live in the same 
house with another imperfect human being. 
The marriage license is a learner’s permit. 
When the wedding is over the learning begins 
in earnest. 


THE DIFFERENCE for the young man 
and woman who share a vibrant relationship 
with Christ is the knowledge that as we

ONE OF THOSE questions may have 
concerned the place of children in the 
Christian community. Should they be 
formally admitted into the group by a rite of 
initiation? After all, it was an adult commu- 
nity, made up of people who had heard the 
good news; had accepted it with mature faith 
and commitment, and had been joined to the 
local church. Inevitably, the question of 
children would have arisen. 


They may have found the answer in this t

We may have here a reflection of the ritual 
question: “What is to hinder this candidate 
from being baptized?” As far as children were 
concerned, the people of New Testament 
times possibly found the answer in this story: 
“Do not hinder them. Let them, too, enter 
into sacramental union with the risen Lord 
and into vital union with others who share his 
life.” 


BUT EVEN IF they did not see this 
application, they could hardly have missed 
the implication of the words: “It is to just such 
as these that the kingdom of God belongs. I 
assure you that whoever does not accept the

pursue our “intimate union of life and love” 
(the words of the Second Vatican Council 
describing marriage) the Spirit of Christ is 
there, making up the very fabric of our 
everyday relationship, challenging us to grow 
in love, away from fear into greater trust— 
trust of one another and of him. The marriage 
of two Christians promises to be different in 
this important respect. 


But the marriage of Christians also means 
the call to become’ more than just a typical 
happily married couple, for married Christ- 
ians can look forward to experiencing the call 
of Christ to become “two in one” for a 
lifetime. The sacrament of matrimony is a way 
of making specific the baptismal dedication of 
self to live for God and others. 


So a Christian couple should expect to be 
called out of comfort and away from security 
as the world understands these things. The 
summons is to live free from all that restricts 


our-ability to love and serve one another in - 


our joys and our needs.

The implications were far from childish or 
sentimental. They were challenging. They 
were a demanding call, not to childlike, wide- 
eyed innocence, but to total dependence on 


the Father. In Jesus’ day especially, a child 


had no “right” to anything, strictly speaking. 
He was completely dependent on the love and 
generosity of others. All he could do was 
accept and be grateful. 

This heroic abandonment of self-reliance is 


-what Jesus is asking of those who would have 


a share in the reign. They are to throw 
themselves into the Father’s arms with the 
realization that they cannot “earn” holiness 
or “buy” salvation with any currency, even 
that of scrupulous rule-keeping or pious 
practices, helpful though these may be when 
understood correctly. 


THIS IS WHY the child is the model of one 
who would enter the kingdom. He knows he 
has. earned nothing; he accepts what is 
offered with simple gratitude (Notice: 
“whoever does not ‘accept’ the reign of 
God...”). 

Rather striking is the fact that this story is 
followed by that of the rich young man who 
asks Jesus what he must “do” to share in 
everlasting life. The answer is that he must 
“do” nothing; on the contrary, he must 
relinquish the grounds of his self-reliance and 
“be” like a little child: stripped, helpless, 
dependent, trusting.

one’s actions. Once the decision is made to 
marry this particular person, I become 
responsible for the outcome of this decision. I 
should expect that if this relationship. is 
neglected in favor of children or careers, 
money or anything else, to the point that one 
or more of these things becomes more 
important than our relationship, then our 
marriage is probably headed for hard times, 
perhaps even divorce. 

For a couple who places first priority on 
their marriage, who make regular time for 
being alone together, for sharing their hopes, 
anxieties and convictions, marriage ‘can be 
expected to be a life-long project and process 
that will bring an underlying sense of spiritual 
security and peace even in the midst of 
normal marital conflict and struggles with the 
world. - 

In the end, marriage is life—life together 
with dnother person who needs love, 
acceptance, forgiveness and encourgement 
every bit as much as I do. And I am the prin- 
cipal one he or she can turn to for these 
things. A life of love and service is what I 
should expect from marriage today.

Farewell thoughts 


Time to move on can bring heartache and

After nearly eight years as pastor at Holy 
Family parish in Fulton, N.Y., I recently had 
to say good-bye. 


_ The departure was painful, even though my. 
new position offers me a wonderful challenge, 
an opportunity to accomplish good for others 
in the diocese and a real oceasion for personal 
growth. ~ 


AS I WORKED through the closing up 
and moving out stages, it seemed I went 
through a sort of death. Immediately 
afterwards, during vacation, I recognized 
even more clearly how my sadness and grief 
were parallel to the sadness and grief which 
accompanies a death. Those 10 days of rest 
provided healing, the kind of gradual therapy 
any mourner requires after a deeply felt loss. 


Many readers are familiar with Dr. Kubler- 
Ross’s stages of dying, the categorization of 


those feelings, attitudes or states of mind: 


which the critically ill person as well as his 
family often experience. They include denial 
of death’s imminent possibility, anger or 
frustration, bargaining with the Lord for a 


honesty in “Mere Christianity.” 


Lewis states in the beginning of this book 
that the believer is like someone who has 
been ushered into a hall. The hall has many 
doors leading off it. The hall is Christianity, or 
“mere” Christianity, which Lewis intends to 
consider; but he warns that sooner or later 
one must choose to go’ through one of the 
doors, which symbolize the denominations. 
He says one must seriously consider before 
making that choice. 


With scalpel-like clarity he takes his reader 
from a consideration of the reasonable bases 
for positing the existence of God, through the 
more familiar practices and-virtues of 
Christianity, right into consideration of the 
Trinity itself. Throughout Lewis disclaims 
expertise in theological scholarship. How- 
ever, his book is one of the clearest expla- 
nations of Christianity I have read since my 
four years in theology. 


ANOTHER OF HIS books that appeals 
to modern readers is “A Grief Observed.” 


postponement, sadness over the impending 
losses involved and peaceful acceptance of 


this reality. Some of these sentiments crept — 


into my life during the days of departing. 

It appears that my period -of paiffnot only 
parallels the death experience, but also other 
similar events in peoples’ lives of breaking 


away, leaving behind and losing something 


cherished. * 


THE BREAKUP OF a marriage, move to 
a new city or new job, loss of a friend are 
examples. So I offer these reflections on my 
farewell to the parish since they have 
universal application. 

“We reluctantly come to grips with the 
need or the reality of a break with the 
comfortable past or present.” The notion that 
a change may be good for us or for others, 
that we would benefit from a challenge, that a 
new lo¢ation or type of work will bring growth 
can be a difficult pill to swallow. We like to 
think of ourselves as indispensable and 
working at maximum efficiency. To admit 
otherwise requires courage and honesty. 
Time to move on sums it up simply, but 
accepting and acting out that conclusion is 
more difficult. 


Lewis wrote almost a diary of his feelings on 
the occasion of the death of Joy, his wife. 
With honesty but emotion, he lays out his 
soul in all its agonizing doubts and pain, thus 
striking a chord in those who value human 
striving and honest doubt. 

Lewis was a bachelor most of his 61 years, 
marrying only toward the end of his life, then 
to a divorced woman. She was not beautiful, 
but had large, lustrous eyes and was Lewis’ 
equal in honesty and intellectual sharpness. 
When Joy died, Lewis first printed “A Grief 
Observed” under the pseudonym N.W. Clerk 
two years before his death on Nov. 22, 1963, 
the day of President Kennedy’s assassination. 

This book begins: “No one ever told me 
that grief felt so like fear. Iam not afraid, but 
the sensation is like being afraid. The same 


_ fluttering in the stomach, the same restless- 


ness, the yawning. I keep swallowing. 


“AT OTHER TIMES it feels like being 
mildly drunk, or concussed. There is a sort of 
invisible blanket between the world and me. I 
find it hard to take in what anyone says. Or, 
perhaps, hard to want to take it in. It is so 
uninteresting. Yet I want the others to be 
about me. I dread the moments when the 
house is empty. If only they would talk to one 
another and not to me. 


“Meanwhile, where is God?...Why is he so 
present a commander in our time of 


“Indecision and inbetweenness ‘ are. -per- 
haps two of the greatest causes for tension 
and misery in life.” No one relishes the back 
and forth turmoil involved with making a 
major: decision about our lives. Moreover, 
moving away from a familiar home, place and 
people to new surroundings entails a certain 
rootlessness, even if for a few weeks. Until we 
feel settled, our inner selves remain anxious 
and restless. ‘ 


“TAKING THE responsibility for our own 
lives is highly desirable but. rather .frighten- 
ing.” When another gives us direction— 
bishop, pastor, boss, parent, friend—we can 
blame future problems on that person. When 
1 decide on my own,.!I must accept the 
responsibility. Looking for others to make the 


decision often.is a running away from facing ~ 


the issues. 


“The pain of loss directly relates to the 
intensity of our love for the person(s) lost.” 
An easy way to avoid tears and heartache is to 
avoid loving. Withdraw into a shell, never give 
yourself to others, erect protective walls. 

Then you can glide painlessly from place to 
place and person to person. But that meansa 
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prosperity and so very absent a help in time of 
trouble? 


“Talk to me about the truth of religion and 
I'll listen gladly. Talk to me about the duty of 
religion and I'll listen submissively. But don’t 
come talking to me about the consolations of 
religion or | shall suspect that you don’t 
understand.” 


AT THE END of the book he seems to 
have reached some peace through his 
agonizing. His wife makes a promise that 
reminds us of some of the “life after death 
experiences” we read of today: “Once very 
near the end I said, ‘If you can—if it is 
allowed—come to me when | too am on my 
death bed.’ ‘Allowed!’ she said. ‘Heaven 
would have ajob to hold me: andas for hell, I’'d 
break it into bits.’” 


He ends: “How wicked it would be, if we 
could, to call the dead back! She said not to 
me but to the chaplain, ‘I am at peace with 
God.’ She smiled, but not at me.” 


The book is a most appealing cry of the 
heart that fleshes out the character of C.S. 
Lewis we see in the very reasoning “Mere 
Christianity.”. Without “A Grief Observed” 
we would have always admired Lewis as a 
master logician and defender of the faith a la 
G.K. Chesterton; with it, we know Lewis as 
one of us.

Greeley explores evangelization |

Greeley. The Thomas More Press

- Love and marital stability among one’s 
parents, for example, figure largely in 
whether or not one believes in God and is 
receptive to religious institutions and 
doctrines. 


Marital harmony, the quality of family 
and the religiosity of one’s spouse are key 
points that Father Greeley zeroes in on in 

-directing evangelizers to the fundamental 
conditions which enable and encourage 
people to practice their faith. 


In my judgment Father Greeley 
succeeds in making the case that 
American religious affiliation and 
disaffiliation is a complex and involved 
phenomenon affected by experience in 
the family in which one grows up and with 
the family to which one currently belongs. 


If anything is evident from reading the 
book it is that evangelization will only be 
more than slightly successful if it does not 
take as its proper target the family unit.

homes within a mile of St. Patrick church, where he is 
associate pastor, to bring communion and make sick 
calls to shut-ins. 


Father Lawrence McLaughlin, pastor of Queen of 
Angels, Alpine, has limited his travels into San Diego, 
about 30 miles away from his mountain parish in east 
San Diego County. 


THERE WAS A SMALL turnout for a parish meeting last 
week which Father McLaughlin attributed to the gas 
shortage. 


He reports long lines and mostly morning operation 
hours at Alpine stations. And he thinks the shortage has 
quieted things down at the parish and in the town. 


“It's noticeable. It is very quiet in town. And there was 
not a sound one Saturday at the parish. Nobody came to 
the door and the phone didn’t even ring. It was like a 
cemetery around here,” Father McLaughlin said. 


The main problem caused by the gas shortage at Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart parish, San Diego, has been the 
limited use of the parish bus. 


FATHER RAYMOND KIRK, pastor, said the bus is 
usually used for transporting senior citizens and CCD 
children to and from Sunday masses, and for field trips 
for the parish school students. The bus also is loaned to 
other parishes, such as Blessed Sacrament, San Diego. 


“If the bus can’t find gas on Sunday, and is needed on 
Monday, then that puts us in a bind,” Father Kirk said. 


So the bus may not be as readily available for field 
trips and other uses in Our Lady of the Sacred Heart or for 
loaning to other parishes. 


Imperial County has not experienced a severe 
shortage, reports St. Mary parish, El Centro. A 
spokesperson at the parish said it is returning from trips 
to San Diego that is a problem.

Artist says God 
guides his work 


SEATTLE (NC)—While admirers eyed the splashy 
colors of his art—and splashed down Irish coffees— 
the artist cast pebbles into the still waters 
surrounding the serious side of his work. 


LeRoy Neiman; flamboyant celebrity sports artist 
and friend of the famous, is a product of Catholic 
schooling as a youth. Does his art have a religious 
context? 


“IT’S A RELIGIOUS experience guided by God,” he 
said. As if to emphasize the point, the tall, lean artist — 
confided that a Catholic university in the East has 
asked him to do an athletic scene for the school. But 
he has a different idea. 


“| want it to be a crucifix. That would really be 
something. That is the ultimate picture of man—the 
crucifixion,” he said. 


Neiman, a native of St. Paul, Minn., where he 
attended St. Vincent School as a boy, visited F.X. 
McRory’s Steak, Chop and Oyster House in Seattle to 
do sketches for a $100,000 painting of the 
establishment's “Whiskey Bar.” 


Owners Tim Firnstahl and Nick McHough 
conceived the idea in December after Neiman 
visited McRory’'s while attending a show of his work 
at an art gallery opening next door. 


IF NEIMAN, 51, feels so strongly about man’s real 
state, why does he spend so much time sketching 
and painting high-paid athletes? 

“They're important because they’re up-front in 
society,” said Neiman, who will paint on-camera 
scenes during the 1980 Olympics. “But | don’t go to 
them for guidance. | wouldn’t want them to talk to my 
kids about what’s important.” 


Neiman wants to paint Pope John Paul Il. “He’s the 
right kind of guy. | want to do him. | feel I’ll be + 
commissioned,” he stated flatly, adding that he liked 
the pope’s emphasis on the dignity of man in his 
recent encyclical. 

“There's a lot of passion in my work,” he said. “But 
it's always. humble. How do you get results unless 
you’re humble?”
